. The zoning ordinance is patterned to 


complement the-city’s comprehensive 
plan — an overall view of how the 
city’s landscape should evelve — that 
was approved in 1980. 

The comprehensive plan and zoning 
ordinance, Clifton said, are intended 
to guide and regulate growth without 
changing the character of the com: 
munity. 

Among major elements of the or- 
dinance are that it strengthens

The city presently collects about 75.

Ideally, he said, 50 percent auld 
come from residential, 25 percent 
from commercial and 25 percent from 
industrial. 


The city would like to attract smal, 
support type iridustries, not large 
foundry types, he said. If things went 
well, it would be about 10 years before 
the park was finished and occupied, 
he said. 


-Somé of the thirty-three people who 
attended a. planning commission 
public. hearing on the . ordinance 
voiced concerns about specific items 
within the proposal,. Clifton said. 

In about 90 percent of those: cases, 
their ideas were incorporated into the 
plan, he said.

Cancer risk ow’ 
in Charlevoix wells 


BOYNE CITY - The chances of 
getting cancer by drinking the water in 
the Charlevoix or Petoskey city water 
supplies are quite low, a state health 
official says. 

Roy Kilaviter, administrative assistant 
for the state Chemicals and Health 
Center, says the long-term effects of 
ingesting the chemical—TCE— are still 
unknown, but the estimated risk ‘to 
health is far lower than the national 
cancer rate. 


TCE—trichloroethylene—is used in a 
variety of substances, mostly degrea- 
sers and solvents. 

The risk to humans can be estimated, 


ee eee ek ‘which crosses the South Arm ef Lake 
Charlovolz between Cismlovelx and East Jordan. Nearly 50,000 cars have taken the 
trip this year. So nog wy omen plan a rn aarcs 


Klaviter told the Charlevoix County 
chapter of the Michigan Townships’ 
Association on Thursday, Dec. 3, but 
the actual risk is unknown. 

While scientists ‘‘don't have an 


action level, and I don’t think we will for . 


awhile,’’ he said, ‘‘it’s estimated that 
the risk to health at these levels is 
rather low.”’ 

Kilaviter estimated that the presence 
of the chemical in human bodies causes 
one additional case of cancer for every 
100,000 to 1 million people. 

The National Cancer Institute, mean- 
while, says that one in every. three 
Americans will have some type of 
cancer during their lifetime and one in 
six will die fram it. 

The amount of TCE found in the city 


“+ supplies was so low, he said, that up 


until recently it could not. even have 
been detected. 


‘‘The. methods did not exist before,’’ 
he said, because measuring devices 
were not sensitive enough to detect the 
small amounts discovered. ‘‘Present 
sensing devices can detect as little ‘as

The most’ recent tests done-on the 
Charlevoix supply. showed between 30 
and 40 parts-per-billion of TCE, health _ 
department sanitarian Larry.

water.

Taking a quick trip to to the moon 


A trip to Boulder, Color., seems like a 
journey through foreign lands. Possibly 
a journey to the moon. 

That’s the way the Great Plains 
seemed on a recént trip out West. 

And being alone without a radio or a 
watch made it seem even more other- 
wordly. 

Thad expected to be stunned by the 
sight of the Rockies—one always is. 

But I was stunned too by the vast, 
rough, brown, unusable-looking land in 
western Nebraska and eastern Color- 
ado. 


Stunned also by the even more vast 


sky with huge, tonado-shaped clouds, 
and clouds that seemed to be draining 
down like dripping paint. And huge 
masses of purple cloud that appeared to 
be boiling, only the bubbles were on the 
bottom. 

Thad never before seen the plains nor 
the sky over the plains from ground 
level. From my eastern, well-treed 
experience, the treeless land seemed 
untamed. 

I thought what remarkable people 


must live here, defenseless under the © 


huge sky. But I hardly saw any people— 
or any barns er houses. 

After hours of utter solitude, it began 
to seem strange there was really a road 
here on the moon. And it was a bit of a 
shock once to come over a barren hill to 
see a huge, yellow Stuckey’s billboard. 

In summer it must have provided the 
only shade for miles for the few cows, 
typically roaming about. 

Sometimes I'd see baled hay piled 
high in the middle of nowhere—pro- 
bably for winter cafeterias for the cows, 
no barns being around. Strange, when 
so much of the land seemed too poor to 
be growing hay. 

Where I did see corn or winter wheat 
grown, 200 or 300-feet long sprinklers 
mounted on wheels were present. 
(There are similar sprinklers near 
Gaylord.) 

Dragging one end around by tractor 
necessarily makes for a circular field as 
the sprinklers are moved to new 
positions. 

From the air, coming home, I could 
see hundreds of these circle fields— 
looking like gold coins laid on a brown 
table. 

Wild as the land usually seemed from 
the highway, from the air it was clear 


almost all of it is staked out in squares . 
or circles, The Great Plains are actually 


quite domesticated. 
There and in Iowa (which wasn’t flat 
as I’d always supposed), all but two

corn fields had been disked over rather 
than plowed. 

Clearly this is in response to the high 
loss of topsoil from wind erosion, 
especially out there where a pretty good 
velocity can be cranked up to whirl 
down lowa’s mile-long fields, plowed, 
and lying open to the winds. 

But disking instead of plowing must 
mean a lot of herbicide to kill the weeds. 
It also means a lot of soil-compacting 
under the wheels of tractors with no 
plows to turn the soil over. 

Justus VonLiebig, a German chemist, 
started the whole problem in 1840 with 
the notion of chemical fertilizers. 

Because of him, farmers have practi- 
cally ceased to build the soil with 
organic matter. Only here and there 
farmers still empty their cow barns into 
their fields, or a nurseryman prevails on 
a city to dump on his land the leaves 
vacuumed up from the streets. 

Deeply organic soil can be plowed in 
the spring with so many other advan- 
tages over chemical farming that there 
is only room here to list them. 

Briefly, they are: soil held over the 
winter by root mulching, bacteria devel- 
opment nourished, plowing and decom- 
pacting allowed, bigger crops obtained, 
no herbicide and probably no pesticides 
needed. 

About these last, a microbioligist at 
Pennsylvania State University, Jean- 
Marc Bollag, reports that from work he 
and his colleagues have done, it appears 
we may very likely be making new 
chemicals in the soil out of the 
chemicals 
pesticide and herbicide sprays. 

Bollag points out we don’t know what 
damage such new chemicals could do. 
We could be making endless chemical 
waste dumps out of our farmland. 

Mayke make the place really like the 
moon. 

In 1945 J.1. Rodale published his 
book, Pay Dirt, that demonstrated we 
should devise means to farm with 
nature, not chemicals.

Park service buying land 


it can’t develop

The actual cost of Jand acquired by 
the Nationa! Park Service ranges from 
60 to 400 percent higher than the 
figures provided to Congress for debate 
on approving the purchases. 


This startling fact was reported this 
week by the inspector general of the 
U.S. Department of Interior. 


The results of a study of NPS land 
acquisition .practices uncovered no 
evidence that the Park Service inten- 
tionally misrepresented these land 
acquisition costs to Congress, but the 
inspector genetal said there is no 
evidence that these much higher cost 
estimates. ever reached Congress in 
time. to. be used in debate before 
legislative action was taken. 


A good example used in the study 
results was the 1978 establishment of 
the Santa Monica Mountains National 
Recreation Area in California. Congress 
authorized creation of the new park with 
a land acquisition ceiling of $155 
million. The review showed the NPS 
cost estimates to. range Li $242 
million to $675 million. 

Also in 1978, Congress authodized the. 


NPS to spend $29 million to-expand the » 


poanderies of a recreation area in Ohio.. 


de rete hee a esamnt nangent 


Even before approval of the expansion 
was given, the NPS spent $20 million of 
the $29 million to pay for land within the 
old boundaries. 


The Park Service now estimates that 
it will take a total of $166.1 million to 
purchase all the authorized lands. 

For some time now I have voiced my 
concerns that the National Park Service 
is spending too much money buying 
even more land, and not having enough 
funds to develop the land they already 
have. 


We've witnessed this at Pictured 
Rocks National Lakeshore near Muni- 
sing. When the park was created in 
1965, the plan called for 650 camp- 
sites and an access road to be con- 
structed. Now, 16 years later, there is 
no road and a total of 39 campsites— 


the same number as when the park first . 


opened.

LANSING - Dismissal of a lawsuit 
filed against the operators of the Castle 
Farms outdoor theater by the Statler 
Brothers singing group has been upheld 
by the state Court of Appeals. 


The suit was thrown out of Charle- | 


voix. County Circuit, Court by Judge 
Martin Breighner when two of. the 
members of the group refused to attend 
the trial in June 1980. 


They had said it would be incon- 
venient to attend the trial because they 
would miss performances elsewhere. 

Breighner ruled the presence of their 
agent was not sufficient. 


The Statler Brothers had filed suit in 
August 1978 against Arthur and Erwina 
Reibel, owners and operators of the 
theater near Charlevoix. 


They were seeking $15,000 from the 
Reibels because a concert was can- 
celled two days before it was to take 
place. 

Breighner had ordered Harold and 
Don Reid of the group to appear for 
trial, but they sent their agent instead. 
The country-western group is based in 
North Carolina. 


Boyne City won't lose 
alley made into park 


BOYNE CITY - Public complaints 


about the closing of a downtown alley 
have prompted a response from the city 
attorney. 

The front end of the alley between 
Schafer’s and Great Lakes Energy 
Systems on Water Street is being 
converted into a park-like area. 

The alley was closed under an 
agreement with the two businesses as 
part of the Water Street renovation, city 
manager Tim Clifton said. 

City attorney William McTaggart told 
city commissioners at their Tuesday, 
Nov. 24 meeting, the action was legal 
because the city has the right to do what 
it thinks best with streets and alleys, as 
long as free passage is not denied to 
anyone needing the access. 

An alley behind the stores provides 
that access, Clifton said. 

McTaggart’s written opinion said 
there is no need to be concerned the city 
would lose its right to return the alley to 
traffic should it ever be desirable to do 
so. 

City ownership of an alley that has 
been publicly used continues regardless 
of how long the alley is then put to other 
uses. Only the legal process of vacating 
the land by vote of the city com- 
missioners can change that, he said. 

Publicly expressed concern was that 
the city would lose the alley, and it 
would become property to be divided 
between the adjacent property owners.

EAST JORDAN - A dispute between 
parents of Indian children and an East 
Jordan school - official has been 
resolved. 

The Igwagama Parents’ Committee 
on Thursday, Dec. 3, approved a federal 
grant application seeking more than 
$15,300 to operate an educational 
program for Indians. 

Approval of the application ended a 
dispute between the parents’ council 
and the school district’s Title IV 
overseer. 

The parents had become upset when 
Middle School principal , Douglas 
Shields, Title IV local education author- 
ity, attached a cover letter to their 
original application stating he was not 
in agreement with what the parents 
were proposing to use the grant for. 

Shields has since written a second 
letter to the U.S. Department of 
Education, saying he wants the veto 
power of his first Jetter removed and 
hopes the grant is approved as sub- 
mitted. 

An education department spokesman 
had told the Indians the grant probably 
would not be OK'd if the focal liaison 
did not agree with what was in it. 

Parents’ committee chairwoman Gigi 
Antoine has also written the education 
department, asking that an earlier letter 
she wrote be disregarded. 

She had requested that the depart- 
ment conduct an audit of the local Title

JV program and that the program be 
taken out of the control of the school 
district. 

The grant application was unani- 
mously approved—with one absten- 
tion—by the 14 persons present. 

If approved by the federal govern- 
ment, the grant will give the school 
district at least $15,300 to be used in the 
education of 73 children of Indian 
origin. 

They will received training in Chip- 
pewa and Ottawa language and customs 
and will be given individualized 
tutoring. 

Tutoring in math and reading is most 
needed, Shields indicated. In his objec- 
tion to the original application, he had 
sought to increase tutoring time from 10 
hours a week to 25. 

The parents’ committee preferred to 
keep tutoring at its current level and to 
increase cultural training. 

A project director would be hired to 
oversee the program, to coordinate the 
work of an in-home tutor and four 
instructors, to handle paperwork and to 
write next year’s grant application. 

A tutor of Indian origin would be 
hired to aid those students who were in 
need of special instruction. Shields 
earlier said 19 Indian students were one 
or more grade levels below average. 

The grant application was written by 
Shields and Antoine, following several 
meetings of the parents’ committee.
